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president's  letter 


One  characteristic  of  the  President's  Report  over  the  past 
several  years  has  been  a  necessary  preoccupation  with  the  organ- 
izational environment  of  the  Hospital.  This  year,  it  is  possible,  and 
I  might  add  pleasurable,  to  be  able  to  depart  from  this  theme. 
During  1963,  the  Hospital  regained  a  large  measure  of  its  forward 
momentum  and  can  take  honest  pride  in  a  number  of  significant 
accomplishments. 

Although  no  one  area  of  advance  should  be  singled  out  as 
most  important,  Trustees  may  be  forgiven  if  fiscal  integrity  ranks 
high  on  their  lists  of  collective  concern.  1963  saw  a  healthy  reduc- 
tion in  the  Hospital's  operating  deficit  with  promise  of  more  to 
come.  The  improvement  in  financial  position  can  be  attributed 
largely  to  increased  utilization  of  the  Medical  Center's  vast  facili- 
ties, and  to  the  application  of  proper  controls  and  managerial  skills. 

The  ability  to  show  a  considerable  reduction  in  our  deficit 
over  the  last  two  years  is  also  the  more  significant  when  it  is  real- 
ized that  during  the  same  period  we  have  taken  a  number  of  major 
steps  to  improve  the  compensation  and  collateral  benefits  to  our 
interns,  house  staff  and  employees.  Whereas  two  years  ago  the 
interns  were  receiving  little  more  than  room  and  board,  they  have 
now  been  brought  up  to  levels  comparable  with  other  hospitals. 
Other  classes  of  employees,  who  were  receiving  sub-standard 
wages  by  every  measurement  of  scale,  have  been  increased  to  a 
point  where  our  starting  rates  of  pay  are  consistent  with  those  of 
many  types  of  business.  Finally,  we  are  providing  improved  bene- 
fits in  hospitalization,  life  insurance  and  pensions. 

A  second  major  front  whereon  obvious  gains  have  been  made 
relates  to  replacement,  enlargement,  consolidation,  and  modern- 
ization of  the  physical  structures  which  make  up  the  Hospital. 
Trustees,  Administration,  and  Staff  alike  have  worked  diligently 
to  formulate  a  total  plan  which  will  meet  needs  for  the  next  sev- 
eral decades.  Progress  here  has  been  at  once  rapid  and  orderly. 
As  is  pointed  out  in  the  General  Director's  Report,  several  new 
structures  or  areas  have  already  been  completed  and  are  in  use. 
Plans  for  others  are  in  final  stages  while  still  others  are  under 
construction.  New  properties,  each  part  of  the  overall  develop- 
ment plan,  have  been  acquired  and  are  in  operation.  New  con- 


struction  and  acquisitions  run  the  gamut  from  out-patient  facilities 
and  research  laboratories,  to  housing  and  parking  units.  Such 
tangible  evidence  of  progress  and  activity  has  been  heartening 
to  all  members  of  the  hospital  community. 

For  a  number  of  years,  the  Trustees  have  been  unable  to 
focus  their  attention  on  many  aspects  of  the  Medical  Center's 
future  development  due  to  the  overriding  pressures  of  multiple 
fiscal  crises,  the  press  for  new  space,  and  administrative  disorder. 
During  late  1963,  some  of  these  long  overdue  deliberations  took 
place  as  day-to-day  operations  proceeded  in  more  orderly  fashion. 
The  Trustees  joined  with  Administration  and  Professional  Staff  in 
an  attempt  to  find  solutions  for  three  large  areas  of  immediate 
concern. 

First  among  these  was  the  problem  of  providing,  for  that  por- 
tion of  the  medical  staff  who  wish  to  devote  more  nearly  full  time 
to  the  Hospital,  a  greater  degree  of  financial  stability  as  well  as  an 
expanded  arena  for  their  scientific  and  clinical  development; 
second,  to  assure  a  full  measure  of  institutional  responsiveness  to 
the  needs  of  the  medical  community  as  they  are  made  evident. 
These  programs  must  consider  such  far-ranging  topics  as  health 
insurance,  government  relations,  and  the  type  of  services  offered 
by  the  hospital.  A  third  major  study  area  was  the  development  of 
a  more  meaningful  relationship  between  Hospital  and  Medical 
School  in  their  joint  teaching  and  research  activities.  It  would  be 
premature  to  indicate  that  solutions  for  any  one  of  these  areas 
have  been  found,  though  any  number  of  exciting  possibilities 
are  perceived.

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In  1963  the  trend  of  increasing  deficits,  which  had  been  in  evidence  since  1956  was  reversed  and  a  substan- 
tial reduction  in  the  Hospital's  operating  loss  was  shown.  For  the  year  ended  September  30,  1963,  the  loss 
before  depreciation  was  $699,000  compared  with  $869,000  the  year  before,  an  encouraging  drop  of  20%. 
WM  The  decrease  in  the  loss  was  the  result  of  higher  occupancy,  greater  utilization  of  hospital  services, 
and  increases  in  other  income.  HH  Total  occupancy  for  the  year  was  74.7%,  compared  to  72.7%  in  1962. 
Although  occupancy  in  the  first  quarter  fell  to  a  low  of  66%,  it  rose  in  the  remaining  quarters  to  76%,  79%, 
and  78%.  Short-term  occupancy  in  1963,  shown  in  the  statistical  summary,  was  78.1%  versus  73.3%  last  year. 
This  increase  in  the  short-term  divisions,  5,245  patients  days,  6.5%,  not  only  offset  the  effect  of  the  21%  decrease 
in  the  long-term  divisions,  but  accounted  for  the  increase  in  revenue  from  day  rate  services  (without  raising 
board  rates)  and  for  the  increase  in  the  special  (ancillary)  revenue.  WM  The  establishment  of  accurate  cost 
figures  and  improved  controls  has  enabled  the  Controller  to  make  accurate  projections  of  operating  expenses 
and  revenues  to  form  a  sound  base  for  planning  by  the  General  Director,  gjjj  During  1964  efforts  will  continue 
to  be  directed  toward  raising  occupancy  above  the  80%  level,  which  is  required  to  meet  current  increases 
in  salaries  and  the  cost  of  free  care.

(3)  The  net  balance  of  the  new  building  construction  fund 
of  $3,559,484  represents  funds  designated  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  clinic  and  research  building.  At  September  30,  1963, 
the  Center  had  entered  into  a  contract  for  the  construction 
of  the  initial  stages  of  this  building  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
approximately  $1,800,000. 


(4)  The  Center  has  under  construction  a  parking  facility  for 
an  estimated  cost  of  $1,100,000.  In  connection  with  this  con- 
struction, the  Center  entered  into  an  agreement  with  a  bank 
providing  for  an  $825,000  first  mortgage  loan,  payable  within 
20  years,  with  interest  at  6%  for  one  year  and  5Va%  for 
all  subsequent  years.  Principal  advances  of  $228,780  had 
been  made  by  the  bank  to  the  Center  for  work  completed 
through  September  30,  1963.  The  remainder  of  the  cost  of 
construction  of  this  facility  will  be  financed  by  a  6V2%  sec- 
ond mortgage  loan  in  the  amount  of  $300,000. 

During  the  year  ended  September  30,  1963,  the  Center 
acquired  real  estate  at  a  cost  of  $450,000.  Funds  for  the 
purchase  price  were  provided  by  a  5:/2%,  $315,000  first 
mortgage  loan  payable  in  monthly  installments  over  a  20 
year  period  and  a  &V2%,  $135,000  second  mortgage  loan 
payable  within  5  years. 

(5)  The  accompanying  statement  of  income  for  The  Chil- 
dren's Hospital  Medical  Center  includes  the  revenue  and 
expenses  incurred  in  providing  patient  care  functions  for 
affiliated  organizations  —  Association  of  the  House  of  the 
Good  Samaritan,  Sharon  Sanatorium  and  The  Hospital  and 
Convalescent  Home  for  Children. 

Under  the  provisions  of  agreements  with  the  affiliates  the 
Medical  Center  receives,  for  these  services,  all  revenues 
from  patients  plus  allotments  of  income  which  the  affiliates 
receive  from  their  investments  or  from  other  sources.  Such 
allotments  amounted  to  $198,481  for  the  year  ended  Sep- 
tember 30,  1963.

In  the  fiscal  year  1963,  it  cost  The  Children's 
Hospital  Medical  Center  $2,031,000  more  to 
operate  the  Hospital  than  it  received  from  pa- 
tients, insurance  companies  and  Blue  Cross, 
welfare  agencies,  and  research  grants.  This 
operating  loss  was  partially  defrayed  by  in- 
come from  investments  and  allotments  of 
$1,068,000,  United  Community  Service  contri- 
bution of  $81,000,  and  other  contributions  for 
patient  care  of  $183,000.  Since  these  sources 
of  other  income  totaled  only  $1,332,000,  it  was 
therefore  necessary  to  allocate  $699,000  from 
the  endowment  fund  principal  contributed  to 
the  hospital  in  prior  years.

director's  report 


!n  1962,  the  Hospital  announced  development  plans  to 
mark  its  entry  into  a  second  century  of  existence.  Hun- 
dreds of  hours  of  study  and  analysis  were  expended  to 
formulate  a  plan  which  might  assure,  for  the  institution 
a  future  in  American  Medicine  as  distinguished  as  its 
past.  The  year  1963  may  well  be  remembered  as  that 
period  when  the  transition  from  analysis  to  action  took 
place.  Almost  all  of  the  nearly  2,000  hospital  staff  mem- 
bers became  immersed  in  a  period  of  intense  activity 
and  effort.  Happily,  at  year's  end,  many  intermediate 
objectives  were  reached  and  success  far  outweighed 
failure.  Even  more  important,  came  a  clearer  percep- 
tion of  the  goals  to  be  achieved  and  the  means  of  their 
attainment.  Thus,  we  review  the  year  heartened  and 
confident. 

Fiscal  Affairs 

Since  the  upward  trend  of  the  Hospital's  deficit  posed 
the  largest  single  threat  to  its  continued  prosperity, 
fiscal  affairs  necessarily  demanded  the  larger  share  of 
concern.  In  1962,  the  Hospital's  deficit  had  reached  an 
all-time  high  of  $869,000  before  depreciation.  For  the 
year  ending  September  30,  1963,  as  the  Treasurer's 
Report  shows,  the  figure  was  reduced  to  $699,000.  This 
reduction,  approximately  20%  of  the  total,  represents 
almost  exactly  that  amount  programmed. 


Had  the  Trustees  chosen  to  insist  on  a  program  of 
austerity  only,  this  figure  might  easily  have  reached  a 
more  spectacular  40%.  Fortunately,  the  Trustees  fully 
supported  the  alternative  of  selective  spending  with 
the  view  toward  building  a  more  secure  future.  This 
decision,  however  difficult  to  reach,  has  been  the  key- 
stone upon  which  the  Director  and  the  Professional 
Staff  have  formulated  the  future  medical  developments 
which  are  to  follow. 

Government  Relations 

One  of  the  most  significant  occurrences  during  1963 
was  the  Hospital's  participation  in  a  series  of  public  or 
quasi-public  hearings  on  hospital  costs.  These  resulted 
from  the  appointment  of  a  special  legislative  commis- 
sion to  investigate  the  rising  cost  of  hospital  operations 
with  the  consequent  increase  in  charges  to  patients. 
As  might  be  expected,  the  sessions  were  often  marked 
by  acrimony  and  bad  temper;  but  if  one  can  put  aside 
these  seemingly  inevitable  by-products  of  public  hear- 
ings, it  is  quite  clear  that  a  few  fundamental  issues 
were  brought  openly  into  public  view. 

On  the  one  hand,  government  at  all  levels  has  be- 
come a  substantial  purchaser  of  medical  care.  As  such, 
it  has  a  perfect  right  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  the 
costs  for  such  care  are  reasonable  and  appropriate. 


Further,  it  has  the  obligation  to  see  to  it  that  appropri- 
ate care  is  easily  available  to  all  those  for  whom  it  is 
responsible.  Its  voice  is  one  of  many  to  be  heard  in  the 
planning  of  medical  facilities,  both  public  and  private. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  private  hospitals  which  render 
care  to  government-sponsored  patients  have  an  equal 
right  to  expect  full  reimbursement  for  providing  such 
care.  They  cannot  with  the  limited  resources  at  hand 
subsidize  a  portion  of  governmental  obligation,  nor 
can  they  be  expected  to  devise  better  means  of  car- 
ing for  the  sick  if  they  are  tightly  regulated  from  the 
purely  fiscal  standpoint. 

These  basic  issues,  seemingly  in  conflict,  can  be 
translated  into  incontrovertible  facts  and  numbers,  if 
the  proper  forum  for  arbitration  can  be  created.  Our 
own  policy  will  be  to  continue  efforts  to  resolve  the 
issues  with  due  regard  for  the  rights  for  all  parties. 

Personnel  Policies 

Employees  of  hospitals  have  enjoyed  very  few  of  the 
benefits  which  have  fallen  to  labor  in  general.  Both 
salaries  and  "fringe  benefits"  have  too  often  been 
reflections  of  work  conditions  of  a  decade  past.  Studies 
completed  at  Children's  Hospital  Medical  Center  in 
1962  showed  that  the  reimbursement  level  for  our  staff 
was  well  below  all  other  comparable  industrial  levels 
in  the  area.  The  number  of  older  employees  was  in- 
creasing and  the  Hospital  was  unable  to  attract  able 
young  people  into  the  health  fields.  The  reason  was 
obvious  in  that  personnel  policies  were  totally  unreal- 
istic, and  there  remained  little  financial  inducement  for 
candidates,  however  well-motivated  they  might  other- 
wise be. 

As  a  consequence  of  the  studies  made  in  1962,  the 
Hospital  embarked  on  a  program  of  personnel  policy 
revision  of  substantial  magnitude.  First,  a  salary  admin- 
istration program  was  instituted  in  1963  in  which  all  of 
the  many  hundreds  of  hospital  jobs  were  classified  and 
described  in  detail.  For  each  level  and  classification,  a 
salary  range  more  nearly  comparable  to  that  of  other 
industries  was  established.  Second,  the  Hosptial  pro- 
vided to  the  employee  health  insurance  benefits  which, 
though  modest  at  the  present  time,  will  be  increased 
as  our  financial  condition  improves.  Third,  the  Hospital 
provided  for  the  employee  a  modest  life  insurance 
policy  at  no  cost;  and  lastly,  in  1964,  it  is  contemplated 
that  a  retirement  plan  will  be  formulated  which  will 
guarantee  to  the  employee  a  retirement  income  approxi- 
mating that  which  he  might  expect  had  he  worked  for 
another  employer. 

Development  Program 

The  most  obvious  of  1963's  activities  were  the  numer- 
ous construction  crews  wnose  presence  required  skillful 
planning  to  avoid  interference  with  the  care  of  patients. 
Early  in  the  year,  a  new  cafeteria,  and  additions  to 
kitchen  and  coffee  shop  were  completed.  This  was  fol- 
lowed by  the  demolition  of  an  ancient  laundry  building 
and  erection  of  a  temporary  structure  for  shipping  and 
receiving. 


The  largest  single  project  for  the  year  was  construc- 
tion of  a  multi-level  parking  structure  which  at  this 
writing  is  in  full  operation.  Here  the  Hospital's  archi- 
tects responded  in  full  measure.  The  building  not  only 
performs  all  of  those  functions  for  which  it  was  planned 
but,  moreover,  has  provided  a  strikingly  handsome  ad- 
dition to  the  entire  area. 

Acquisition  of  new  properties  kept  pace  with  con- 
struction. A  doctors'  office  building  on  Brookline 
Avenue,  additional  housing,  and  certain  land  transfers 
have  each  contributed  their  part  to  the  over-all  scheme. 
In  last  year's  report,  these  many  activities  were  de- 
scribed as  the  staging  phase  of  the  development  pro- 
gram. Nearly  all  of  these  preliminary  moves  have  been 
completed  so  that  the  way  has  been  cleared  for  the 
more  critical  and  central  buildings  which  are  to  follow. 

The  Professional  Staff 

Progress  can  be  measured  in  many  ways.  To  the  casual 
visitor,  new  buildings  and  facilities  signify  progress, 
while  the  businessman  sees  progress  as  good  man- 
agement, and  sound  fiscal  policy. 

To  the  hospital  employee,  tangible  appreciation  for 
his  contribution  to  the  institution  is  progress;  the  gov- 
ernment auditor  applauds  orderliness  and  fiscal  hon- 
esty; but  for  the  sick  child  and  his  equally  sick  at  heart 
parents,  progress  is  measured  only  by  the  success  or 
failure  of  the  professional  staff  in  meeting  the  intensely 
personal  threat  to  continued  well  being  posed  by  disease. 

In  1963,  the  physicians  and  scientists  who  constitute 
CHMC's  professional  staff  took  inventory  of  themselves. 
The  list  revealed  an  extraordinary  array  of  accomplish- 
ments, interests,  and  aspirations.  It  also  revealed  some 
areas  where  further  growth  and  development  are  ne- 
cessary, or  where  better  balanced  opportunities  among 
clinician,  clinical  investigator,  and  basic  scientist  can 
be  achieved.  Most  heartening  was  the  fact  that  an 
appraisal  was  made  and  a  plan  developed.  For  this 
reason,  this  brief  interim  report  for  1963  is  dedicated 
to  the  professional  staff.  These  men  are  the  foundation 
of  excellence  without  which  the  future  cannot  be  built.

A  year  ago  the  Women's  Committee  reported  the  be 
ginnings  of  an  extensive  program  of  change  and  read- 
justment within  its  organization  and  activities.  We  asked 
ourselves:  what  were  we  helping  The  Children's  Hos- 
pital Medical  Center  to  accomplish?  Were  we 
understanding  and  assisting  its  needs  and  its  goals? 
We  analyzed  our  weaknesses  and  our  strengths,  hope- 
fully rearranging  our  organization  and  activities  to  be 
more  effective  and  productive.  We  were  also  aware  that 
any  changes  would  take  several  years  to  materialize. 

It  is  difficult  to  evaluate  the  actual  results.  How  does 
one  measure  the  scope  of  good-will,  of  service?  How 
can  one  judge  whether  the  intangible  changes  have 
paid  off  —  particularly  during  a  year's  time?  Perhaps 
the  financial  fruits  are  easier  to  record.  Although  fund 
raising  is  not  our  primary  aim  we  do  intend  through 
good  management,  not  high  prices,  to  utilize  our  vari- 
ous money-making  services.  These  past  twelve  months 
reveal  that  we  have  more  than  doubled  our  votable 
funds  —  from  roughly  $15,500  to  $32,000.  In  addition 
to  the  successful  efforts  of  the  Lunch,  Gift,  Thrift  Shops 
and  the  Yankee  Bookstall,  we  are  also  deeply  grateful 
to  the  community  activities  of  the  Cataumet  Hospital 
Project,  $1,550;  the  Dedham  Skating  Party,  $180;  the 
Cohasset  Tennis  Benefit,  $830;  and  particularly  the 
extraordinary  efforts  of  the  teen-age  Daffodil  Fair, 
which  turned  in  $4,000! 
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It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Women's  Committee  to 
underwrite  new  programs  which  our  director  believes 
are  important  to  the  welfare  of  our  patients.  These 
projects  are  not  covered  by  the  hospital  general  funds 
and  therefore  need  the  financial  boost  of  an  outside 
source.  Recently  we  helped  to  establish  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education  and  Recreation.  Now,  in  addition, 
we  are  supporting  a  new  Nurses  Training  Program  at 
Northeastern  University  —  which  should  ultimately 
alleviate  the  hospital's  nursing  shortage  by  providing 
more  nursing  students  with  a  better  education  at  a 
lower  cost.  This  latter  is  made  possible  by  Northeast- 
ern's  well-established  cooperative  program  which  pro- 
vides alternating  periods  of  instruction  and  work. 

A  number  of  special  events  have  been  of  great  interest. 
Dr.  R.  Cannon  Eley  directed  a  Seminar  for  Pediatricians 
from  various  parts  of  the  United  States.  Women's  Com- 
mittee members  served  coffee  each  morning  and  acted 
as  hostesses.  At  our  annual  Volunteer  Evening,  pins 
and  certificates  were  awarded  for  hours  and  years  of 
dedicated  volunteer  service.  Dr.  Louis  K.  Diamond, 
Associate  Physician-in-Chief,  spoke  about  "Pediatric 
Malnutrition  Here  and  Abroad",  supplementing  his  in- 
teresting talk  with  colored  slides. 

At  the  CHMC  Bowling  Banquet,  the  Women's  Com- 
mittee trophy  was  presented  to  the  winning  team:  the 
Housekeeping  Dept.  The  Employees  Service  Awards 
took  place  on  May  15.  Following  the  recognition  of 
years  of  service,  a  tea  was  sponsored  by  our  committee. 
The  Teen-Age  Volunteer  Party  included  both  fathers 
and  mothers  of  our  junior  volunteers.  Mrs.  Kenneth  W. 
Warren  represented  our  committee  at  the  Nurses  Grad- 
uation —  always  a  very  stirring  ceremony.  Our  first 
International  Tea  took  place  on  October  16.  The  Staff 
Wives  group,  sensing  a  tremendous  need  to  welcome 
our  foreign  physicians  and  nurses,  initiated  the  orig- 
inal plan,  endorsed  by  Dr.  Leonard  W.  Cronkhite,  Jr. 
and  supported  by  the  Women's  Committee.  For  each 
foreign  doctor  or  nurse  the  corresponding  Consul  was 
invited  —  resulting  in  a  festive  and  friendly  occasion. 
On  October  23,  the  Noami  Group  No.  11,  which  con- 
tributes so  generously  each  year  to  Dr.  William  T. 
Green's  Orthopedic  Department,  was  welcomed  by  our 
committee  at  a  tea  following  a  lecture  and  tour. 

Inside  the  hospital  our  hospitality  services  continued. 
Again  this  year  we  contributed  to  a  fund  for  tickets  to 
Symphony,  Pops  and  theatrical  events  for  the  student 
nurses.  Their  enthusiastic  notes  acknowledged  appre- 
ciation. Throughout  the  year,  on  holidays  and  special 
occasions  flowers  are  provided  by  our  committee  for 
the  Chapel,  Teas  and  the  Nurses  Graduation. 

Outside  the  hospital,  we  attended  the  various  na- 
tional, regional  and  state  hospital  association  meetings, 
which  are  designed  to  increase  our  knowledge  and 
give  us  a  broader  scope  of  the  hospital  and  health 
field.  The  Spring  meeting  of  the  Greater  Boston  Region 
of  the  M.H.A.  took  place  at  CHMC  —  Dr.  Louis  K.  Dia- 
mond was  the  speaker.  This  year's  A.H.A.  convention 
took  your  chairman  to  New  York  for  four  days  of  inter- 
esting and  instructive  sessions. 


Our  monthly  meetings  have  been  accented  by  excel- 
lent speakers  —  who  have  generously  given  their  time 
to  keep  us  informed  about  our  hospital.  This  year's 
topics  included  an  analysis  of  The  Children's  Hospital 
Medical  Center  programs  and  problems,  the  functions 
of  the  Children's  Mission  to  Children,  the  Nursing  Serv- 
ice, approaches  in  psychiatry,  infectious  diseases  in 
underdeveloped  countries  and  the  Measles  Vaccine. 
It  was  a  pleasure  to  have  had  the  May  picnic  meeting 
at  my  home.  Mrs.  Worthing  L.  West,  member  of  the 
A.H.A.  Council  on  Hospital  Auxiliaries,  stressed  the  im- 
portance of  volunteers  acquiring  as  much  knowledge 
and  understanding  of  their  hospitals  as  possible. 

The  Women's  Committee  is  a  venerable  organization 
—  composed  of  devoted  chairmen  and  committee 
members,  several  of  whom  have  served  this  hospital 
for  more  than  40  years!  The  conscientious  efforts,  the 
patience  and  dedication  of  this  group  —  have  made  my 
position  as  chairman  a  pleasure,  a  privilege  and  a  re- 
warding experience.  My  heartfelt  thanks  to  all  — also 
to  Mrs.  Jose  R.  Cruz,  our  particularly  talented  and  ca- 
pable Executive  Secretary.  Such  a  committee  —  with 
the  splendid  spirit  of  giving  —  will,  I  am  certain,  con- 
tinue to  support  The  Children's  Hospital  Medical  Cen- 
ter's responsibility  of  better  care  for  all  children.
